Folty 90 par otnt of tha pro- 

dnots of Mason County is mar- 
keted in and throiiffh Maysville. 
Fully 90 per cent of the commod 
ities used in Mason County are 
proonred in XajraviUa. A large 
part of tha llaaaelal aatarprlMi of 
BCuon Oonnty are flnanoed in 
Majriville. The farmer can pro- 
cure any thing that he needs or 
wishes in Maysville. He can sell 
anything he has in Maysville at a 
fair market prlee la Mayiville, 
and he eaa edl It at any time, and 
he can sell it for cash. 

In these matters, however. 
Maysville and Mason County are 
helpful each to the other. The 
inter-dependant and mtttnaUy 
helpftil to ea«h other. The 
merehant eoorti the fanner, and 
)iroflts by his patronage. The far 
mer patronizing the merchant and 
makes or saves by doing so. Both 
are therefore mutually benefitted. 
Every fanner valnei hla land 
higher in proportion to its avail- 
ibility to Maysville markets. 
Every merchant values his busi 
r.ess because of the patronage de 
rived from the rich agricultural 
conunnnitiee in Maion Ctounty. 

There la a fortiier reawn why 
Mason Oonnty is interested in the 
welfare of Maysville. 

Maysville has approximately 
I'.fteen miles of public streets, 
sidewalks, and thoroughfares, 
these have been eoaitmeted at a 
(ost, to M^nvlUe, of nearly 
$600,000, and are maintained at an 
annual expense, of from $6,000 tu 
$10,000. Not one cent of this 
n oney ever came from any sourc3 
outside of the City of Maysville. 
The pubUe. feneraUy, have the 
free nae of theie streets, lidewalka. 
and thoroughfares. The peopl<i 
from the county having as much 
pivilege and use of them as the 
citizen of Maysville, and the oit 
i:.ens of Mqnvfllo art ahvays 
pleaaed to have the people from 
the county to nse them, and have 
never asked a dollar from the 
county for their constmction or 
n aintenance. 

Now, sinoe the advent of free 
tumpikaa la MaeoB Oouty, Mays 
vilie haa oontrOmted approzi- 
piately $100,000.00 to the con 
btruction and maintenance of 
these roads. She contributes an- 
vally, to the fund for free turn 
pikes, apprettmateiy |10,OOMO. 
Althevffh iht eoutnwta aad main, 
tains her own pnbUe thorough 
fares solely at her own expense. 

Maysville could not be com- 
pelled to pay this annual tribute 
if she cared to contest it. She has 
vever dealred to do ao, faellaf 
that food roadi eoatiihvtid ma 
terially to her prosperity, and that 
free turnpikes added greatly to 
the aggregate of her business. No 
one will say that Maysville should 
justly eontrlbnte tUa ram, aa- 
uually to the firee tvrapttm faad of 
Mason Oonnty. and yet be com- 
pelled to bear the whole expense 
ol her own public thoroughfares, 
yet this is what she has con 
tinually done withont complaint.

The Eveniiijj; l'(»8t of Louiavillu ropriuln fruiii iiii 
automobile journal a llxt of figures ihowinf^ tlu> 
• .number of autoiuobilcs in oiicli stato. Kentucky 
has only 6,37C and is ahead of no slali' suvo West 
Virjfinia, Utah, ArkansaH, Arizuiiu, Oklahunm, 
Montana, Delaware, Idiiho, Louisiana, New Mex- 
ico, Wyominjj, .MIssisMppj nnd Nevada. Even 
tecnsy wocnsy K'lioilo hiand has twice as nmiiy 
nutoiiiobiios as Iventucky. Florida, with a siiiall 
mileaf^ of good roads, has 9,678. Little Mary- 
land has three times as many as Kentucky. Mhi- 
iiosota has ten tinu"' as many. Indiana lias 50,000 
luurc uutuiuobilus than Iventucky. Think of it. 
And why? 

Undevelopnient, lack of railroads, electric and 
stenni, a virions taxing system which discourages 
tlie invt'stnient of caitilal. 

Kentucky is way behind the times in some re- 
spects. Isn't it time to confess it frankly and set 
about iii(eliiy;enll\ the business of petting up to 
date? Wlien Indiana's prosperity is reflected bv 
the ownership of ;)U,(»0(> automobiles in excess of 
the number in Kentucky, let us have no more bom- 
iMst about the gtmd whisky, the fast hoiises and 
the beautiful women of Ki iitm ky. T^et us talk, 
not iwssiuiisticully, but constructively, abttut what 
ought to be done to make Kentucky rich enough to 
own about 60,000 more automobiles. — Frankfort 
State Journal.

' TIE GOIUa WUTEI. 

"The German school system is Iwund to receive 

a serious set-back by tie- present war, " declared 
Dr. .1. M. Withrow, i'resident of I lie lioard of 
Education. Dr. Withrow had r«'turned home from 
Europe Sunday. "When I left (terumny there did 
not seem to l»e any likelihood of the schools oj>en- 
iug for the winter. The school plants were beiiip 
used pretty generally everywhere as recruilini: sta- 
tions and temporary barracks for newly organized 
regiments or trt)oj)s passing through. 1 could not 
learn, thou«rh I tried, whetlier or not the teachers 
were being called to milit^iry service. Kven after 
the mobilixation there seemed to be plenty of men 
of the military age left in Munich and the other 
cities I visited, llioiiirh in the country districts this 
was not true— everybody had gone from there, .'^o 
I suppose there was some condition under which 
men were exempt from service." — Times-Star.

WAR AND TIE TARIFF. 

Ihtimations. are ^iven out froni \\'ashington that 
the loes of reifpue from eustoms, due td the flail- 
ing ott'ia imfortt owing to the European war, 
must he met in sojiie way. On the one hand it is 
pro)X)8cd to levy new- taxes, on the other to raise 
money to meet l|he threatened deficit by a sale of 
bonds. 

The sale of bonds wou]/l be the better way. By 
the sale of bonds gold wouM l)e drawn int<» the 
Xreasui;y and the bonds be available for additional 
eiNnktion by the banks. 

The errors of the Wilson TarilF are thus again 
made evident. I'nder the I'ayne .Mdricli 'rnrilf 
the Treasury wus kept full to overtlowing and in a 
oonditton to meet any emeif[eney demands. Under 
that tariff and the Dingley Tariff the country had 
ample money to jmy all expenses and build the 
I'anania (Janal, without any hint of a deficit. Vet 
under the Wilson Tariff plan the first strain finds 
the country fue to face with the need for getting 
more money for the Treasury. 

A deficit in revenue was in sight, war or no war. 
Its appearance Avill give the administration a good 
excuse for blaming the war for its own short- 
sighted ))olicy in tariff making. — Binghamton, N. 
v., ifepublican Herald.
